In Williamstown Court last Thursday, Mr. G. Hoare, 
SM, fined him $100 for being armed with an offensive 
weapon and $100 for ariving: a car without a licence. 


He ordered forfeiture 
of the gun and cancel- 
jation for three years 
of Djugum’s shooter's 
licence. . - 

Patrolling police saw 

the car parked in Millers 
Road, Altona, at 1.40 a.m. 
on. Sunday, December 29, 
and asked Djugum, be- 
hind the wheel, for his li- 
cence,

Kennedy noticed a shot- 
gun under Djugum’s feet. 
And asked him why he 
had it there. 

“A few guys picked 
on us,” Djugum = re- 
plied.
